SERIOUS ACCIDENT AVERTED. 


'.R.EL the Dukeand Duchess of Connaught, 
with the Princesses and H.H. the Khedive, 
honored the Cairo Horse Show with their 
presence on Saturday afternoon. : 

Yesterday morning, their Royal Highnesees 
attended divine service at All Saints’ Church, 
ond in the afternoon they drove out to Ghezi- 
teh. On their returp across the Nile bridge, 
what might have been a nasty accident was 
narrowly averted. ‘The horse of one of the 
soldiers of the escort was frightened by the 
noise made by the large motor belonging'to 
Ghezireh Palace, which was drawn up with a 
number of other vehicles to allow their Royal 
Hizhves cs to pass the bridge, and plunged 
and fell wich its rider. A policeman, named 
Papayanni, rushed up and_ by great promypiti- 
tude sueceeded in getting horse and rider up 
again just.in front of the Royal carriage. 

his morning the Duke of Connaught in- 
spected the troops at Kasrel-Nil at 9.40 
o'clock in “the barrack square. 

On Wednesday next the Duke and Du- 
chess will lunch at the Citadel atter the 
inspection of the troops stationed there. 

On ‘Thursday. their Royal -Highnesses will 
proceed to Bedmehein before lunch in the 
steamboat “Misr” and will remain till the 
evening at Sakkarub. 

On or ahont the 27th inst, their Royal 
Higluesscs, who will probably be accompanied 
by Sir Wm. Garstin, G.C.M.G., will visit the 
Cairo Barrage. 

The date of their arrival in Alexandria 
is still uncertain, but it is probable that 
they will come down in the atternoon of the 
27:h aud leave on March2 by H. M. 8. *Essex”’ 
for Cyprus. 

Owing to Court mourning for the late Grand 
Duke Sergius, their Royal Highnesses will be 
unable to attend any social functions.

FITZNER QUATUOR. 


The second Fitzner Quatuor concert took place 
at the Khedivial ou Friday before a small but 
appreciative audience. ‘lhe ‘charity performn- 
auce next door at the Ziziuia Theatre doubtless 
would account to a certain extent for the 
absence of some who would otherwise bave 
been present. But the coucert-going - public 
of our city rm quire to be spoonfed with tickets 
and unly buy when pressed to do so. Anyhow, 
amateur performances are better attended 
than those of the best European artists. ‘The 
programme was a very beautiful aud highly 
isteresting one, and opened with a Quatuur in 
D Major by a Russiau composer, G.azsunow. 
‘he Audante Allegro led off with a fugue 
motif followed by a/melody which was taken 
up by each instrament in turn and again 
replaced by the fague motif. The Allegretto 
was noticeable for its pizzicato passages anid 
cade: zas in thirds pertectly played and appar 
eutly the performance of one instriment. ‘I'he 
Adagio Was incomparably the finest movement 
of the quartet. It seemed’ an imitation of the 
weird music uf the Moliau .barp, and one 
distinctly heard the storm fined angrily 
dishing aggiust the strings and the gentle 
sighing answers of zepbyrs wearied out by 
the unequal contest. The Allegro was a bright 
finale of feathered sougsters twittering gaily 
after the cessation of the storm. Dvordk’s 
Lento, entitled ‘Dumky,’ a Czech word, which 
was untranslateable even to Austrians present, 
appeared to resemble a Seotch or an Irish la- 
ment in its plaintive wailing melody,so mach so 
that we feel sure a Dumky is the expression 
musically of forlorn love ora desolate hearth. 
It elicited a hearty encore which brought 
buck the performers, who played an Andante 
movement from one of Grief’s quartets, which 
was played in a masterly way aud brought to a 
finish with an astonishing chord passage of 
harmonics. Cherubini’s Scherzo, which followed, 
was a sportive lively number, and then came 
the “piéce de résistance,” Beethoven's Quartet 
in E Minor (op. 59 No 2). How can we dare 
de-cribe the breadth and beauty of this music 
al giant’s compositions? We caunotdobetter than 
refer music-lovers to Sir George's Grove's Essay 
on Beethoven's instrumental music. Although 
the hour was late, nearing midnight, the au- 
dience wasstill enthusiastic, and another encor: 
was granted, when a second movement from 
Griey’s Quartet was given, a picturesque mar 

ial number in which the dash of arws and the 
sorrowful tones of mothers and’ wives wailing 
fur their lost ones followed one another in quick 
crashing chords and softened subdued passage> 
of impassioned grief. The finish and ensamble 
of the Fitzver Quatuor was admirable, so we 
have confined ourselves to a mere description 
of the beautiful music they playéd. 1t was 
altogether.a feast for music-lovers.
